HOME RULE. 

Discussion Resumed in the 'Imperial 
Parliament— Rt. Hon. Jos. Cham- 
berlain's Objections. 



Inconsistencies of the Glatlstonians and 
Their .Measure — " Great Risks 
With Small Advantage." 



London, April 10 — There was but a thin 
attendance in the House of Commons to-duy 
when the discussion was resumed on tiio 
motion for the second reading of tho Irish 
Homo Rulo bill. The first speaker was 
Herbert \V, Paul, Liberal M.P. for South 
Edinburgh. Mr. Paul did not fill tho 
benches, and it was not until Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain arose that tho members 
hurried in and the House assumed an aspect 
of interest and attention. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the bill pro- 
posed to establish a brand now constitution 
for Ireland. The Prime Minister asked 
them, continued Mr. Chamberlain, when 
the controversy would bo settled, if the 
measure should be? rejected. Tho whole 
question really was, could the bill settle the 
controversy 1 Was not Mr. Gladstone in 
too great a hurry ? \Vaa ho com- 
petent to deal with tho Irish difficulty .' 
A new eru hud opened for Ireland 
with the disestablishment of the Irish 
church, and then the agrarian question had 
been partly Bottled. Time ought to be 
given to allow for the beneficial operation of 
these measures ; but the Prime Minister 
said that Ireland was still discontented und 
that no progress towurda conciliation had 
been made, If such was tho case, then tho 
prediction of tho Prime Minister regarding 
measures ho had already promoted for 
Ireland hud proved fallacious and 
threw discredit on his prcdiotiona in 
regard to tho prcoent measure giving Ire- 
land a Bepuratc legislature. Probably, 
added Mr. Chamberlain, tho people of ling- 
laud would accept the bill if they believed 
that it would enable them to get rid of tho 
Irish question (hear, hear) ; but ho feared it 
would do nothing of the kind. Mr. Glad- 
stone had disregarded tho rights of the 
minority and treated tho most Influential 
and prosperous section of the Irish people 
with contempt. He proposed to subject 
that portion of tho IriBh people to such 
legislative conditions us would wreck their 
industries and expose the whole country to 
financial ruin. Not Ireland alone but Eng- 
land equally had reason to dread the result 
of tho measure. The whole of the property 
classes, continued Mr. Chamberlain, what- 
ever their religion, were opposed to the bill. 
Had the Prime Minister, he asked, ever 
known any state to succeed when the Gov- 
ernment was opposed to a majority of the 
classes owning property ? Even the Na- 
tionalists accepting iho measure did not 
admit that it was a duality. He challenged 
the Irish leaders to say whether they ac- 
cepted the principles in the bill affirming 
the veto of the Crown on tho advice of a 
British Ministry and preventing the Irish 
Parliament from dealing with external 
trade. Were these taken ns final, or were 
the Snancial clauses rendering Ireland liable 
to increased taxation for war and other 
purposes connected with Imperial policy 
accepted as final? There was absolutely 
nothing final about the bill. As soon as the 
Irish Parliament should bo formed, they 
would require to ho patched up again. 
Did anybody consider tho so-called 
safe-guards in the bill worth any- 
thing if tho majority was determined 
to disregard them. True, the British Par- 
liament could enforce them by civil wat , 
but not otherwise. (Conservative cheers, ) 
The only safeguard the Government had, 
continued Mr. Chamberlain, was tho good 
feeling ef tho Irish leaders and people, and, 
if the Government had the courage of their 
convictions, they ought to sweep away the 
so-called safeguards in tho bill, but proba- 
bly Mr. Gladstone still suspected tho good 
intentions of the men to whom he wus 
manreuvering to give the ( lavernment of 
Ireland. Theso were the men about 
whom he formorly said that they 
preached the gospel of plunder, 
and wero marching through rapine 
to the dismemberment of the Empire. The 
present Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
denounced them as preaching the doctrines 
of treason and murder. The present Chan- 
cellor of tho Duchy of Lancaster had said 
that if the polico should he placed in the 
hands of an clectivo body, the landlords 
might whistle for their renta, and be glad if 
they escaped with a whole skin. Tho pres- 
ent Secretary for Scotland had ouco de- 
clared that he would rather remain a private 
citizen throughout his lifo than consent to 
confide tho lives and liberties of a law- 
abiding population to a Parliament 
composed of such men. These wero tho 
utterances of four ministers who now led tho 
way in proposing to establish such a Par- 
liament. He would not say that Ireland, if 
England should be engaged in war, would 
take sides against her, hut it was possible 
that the sympathy of the Irish might be 
with England's opponent, thus really ex 
posing the English to tho risk of o simul- 
taneous civil and foreign wur, Mr. Glad- 
stone now professed boundless faith in 
the Irish people; hut it was a faith of 
recent growth. They were asked to stake 
the honor and dignity and the life of the 
nation on the assurance that a miracle would 
he wrought, changing tho hearts of men and 
altering the springs of human action. The 
danger was too great und the possible gain 
too small. If tho bill should pass and they 
escaped disaster and disgrace, tho Govern- 
ment would still fail to find a plausible 
reason for risking so much with so little 
corresponding advantages.

nellites, ridiculed Mr. Chamberlain's 
prophecies of disaster. Tho Irish poople, 
he said, hailed the bill as a pledge that 
their aspiratious would ho satisfied if they 
would uccept it as a meesage of lastin 
peaoo. Tho predictions that they would 
misuse it to foment discord and disloyalty 
could be made honestly only by those mia 
taking tho present methods of the Irish 
nation. Ho could not Bay that tho Irish 
party were quite satisfied with tho financial 
eluuses of the Home Rule bill, nevertheless 
they accepted it generally as an honest set- 
tlement of tho question. As far as the Irish 
party could foresee, it might prove a final 
settlement. If tho bill wero carried tho 
Prime Minister would win tho undying 
grutitudo of millions of men. (Prolonged 
oheers. ) 

William Redmond, leader of the Parnell 
itcs, Buid that the bill had been discussed 
sufficiently by tho House. Nothing was to 
he gained by a prolonged debate. He 
ridiculed tho idea that Ulster had anything 
to fear from the Catholics. 

Sir George Trevelvun, secretary for Scot- 
land, who followed Mr, Redmond, made an 
elaborate defence of the bill. 

After u speech by Ashmeud Bartlett, Con- 
servative, who prophesied that the hill 
would he rejected, un adjournment was 
taken.

Weighs Twelve Tons. 



Tho Iiisley Team-Death of a Well

Ottawa, April 10.— Tho Controller of 
Customs has decided that coal oil and 
tobacco may be properly classed as ship'B 
stores and entered free of duty ex-ware- 
house.

Tho exhibit of fruit for Chicago from the 
Experimental Farm left to-night. It con- 
sists of six hundred bottles and is a grand 
collection.

It was 
planned to have tho cheeso landed in the 
city proper und taken by eight or ten teams 
of horses to Jackson park ; hut the author- 
ities say the street pavement of Chicago will 
not bear the concentrated weight of twelve 
tons, consequently the cheeso will go direct 
to tho World's Fair grounds.

A CARDINAL ATTACKED. 

Attempt to Murder the I'rhniite of Hungary 
by a Fanatic. 

Vienna, April 10, — Great excitement has 
been caused by an uttempt to assassinate 
Cardinal Vaszary, primate of Hungary. 
Tho cardinal was walking with his secretary 
when a well-dressed young man rushed up- 
on him and made a desperate attempt to 
b him with a knife. The cardinal step- 
ped to one side, evading the blows of the 
assassin, while tho secretary re- 
ceived two severe stabs at the hands 
of tho desperado, The would-be 
murderer was arrested, but refused to give 
any information as to his motive or identity. 
Cardinal Vua/.ary was unhurt. There 
seems to be no doubt that the attempt to 
murder the cardinal wus prompted by the 
intense struggle now going on in Hungary 
in relation to civil marriage und the baptism 
of children of mixed marriages in which the 
cardinal is looked upon ub the leader of the 
eccleatioal party. In tho present instance 
the assailant appears to be a fanatic. 



HELD FOR TRIAL. 



The American Schooner " South Bend ' 
Seized By tho Customs 
Authorities. 



Schooner "Columbia" Cets Away- 
The Charge and the Liiue 
of Defence. 



During tho past two or three months fre- 
quent complaints have been made to Col- 
lector Milne of the illegal visits made by 
American vtssols to stations on the West 
coast. It wus laid to the charge of these 
unwelcome visitors that they wore in tho 
habit of supplying the Indians with liquor, 
under tho infltienco of which they were 
carousing and rioting oti the reserves in - 
stoud of going on the sealing schooners as 
is their cuatom. Nor was this tho Bum 
total of the mischief dono. Not content 
with dispensing whiskey to the Siwashes, 
tho captuins of the interloping craft induced 
many of the hunters proviously engaged for 
the sealing season to break their articles 
and desert tho vessels, from whoso owners 
they and their families had received largo 
advances in money and stores. Thus their 
presence at tho stations Worked disorder 
among tho Indians, havoc among tho ship- 
ping and considerable pecuniary loss among 
tho storekeepers. Tho American schooners 
Columbia, South Bend and Deake wore re- 
ported to be tho chief among the offenders. 

Having no cutter at his disposal and re- 
alizing the necessity for prompt uotiou, 
Collector Milne several days ago dispatched 
tho steamer Alert down the Coast with his 
warrant to arrest and bring to Victoriu any 
foreign vcsboIs found in Canadian waters. 
Special instructions were given to look out 
for the South Rend and the Columbia, tho 
latter having been repotted by tho Roman 
Catholic missionaries as being anchored in 
Dodge's Cove for the purpose of selling 
sugar, flour, coal oil and other supplies to 
the Indians. 

Unfortunately tho Columbia had flown 
before the Alert arrived, butahe found the 
South Rend at Pactions, lying peacefully at 
anchor, The day was a calm and delightful 
ne, but Captain C. P. Dillon of the schooner 
immediately protested that he hud run in 
for shelter, und that hiB homo was at Neah 
Ray, twelve miles across tho Straits. 

Tho schooner was taken in tow nnd 
brought to Victoria, Captain Clarke in his 
report to the Collector slating that "tho 
weather had been fine and pleasant, with ft 
smooth sen, moderuto breezes and calnm, 
and there was no necessity for a foreign 
vessel being where tho South Rend was 
arrested for any legal purpose' 

Tho charge ugainst tho suhooncr is thnt 
sho was found in a place other than a port 
i f entry in defiance of tho law aa contained 
in section 110 of the Customs Act, which 
forbids a foroign vcsaol to come in 
unless on account of rnngh weather.

TURKS IN ARMENIA. 

Proposed Conference of European Powers to 
Kegnlate the Treatment of Christians. 

London, April 10. — Advices from Con- 
stantinople show that tho British consuls aL 
Smyrna, Trebizonde and other places have 
scut to tho British embassy in Constanti- 
nople lists containing the names of 1,0(K) 
Armenians who are imprisoned on various, 
charges in several consular districts. 
It ia reported that Great Britain 
will propose tho holding of a conference 
by the European powers to consider Turkish 
rule in Armenia. It ia charged that it is a 
common occurrence for Turks to kidnap 
Christian girls and dispose of them to the 
owners of harems. If the relatives and 
friends of tho girls attempted to regain them 
they were mot wilh the statement that the 
girls hud embraced Mohammedanism, and 
this us a rulo ends it aa fur us the Armeni- 
ans are concerned.

CABLE LETTER. 



Kaiser Willielm'a Visit to Rome- 
More Anarchism in Spain-Dock 
Strike at Hull. 



Health Matters iii Russia— Another 
French Crisis Auticipated-Cliris- 
tian Massacres in Armenia, 



London, April 9. — Tho approaching 
journey of Emperor William to Rome begins 
to attract attention, begauao it coincides 
with the now German alarmist campaign. 
The expulsion from Paris of jourBttllst 
Branilcs is exploited with address and per- 
sistence, hut not tho slightest politi- 
cal importance can bo given to 
ail act of simple polico regula- 
tion, regretahlo as far as the principles of 
freedom are concerned, but necessary. 
Chancellor Caprivi seeks to have tho array 
bill passed, and thus show the military 
grandeur of Germany. Finally the Emperor 
desires to re kindle the enthusiasm of Itnly 
and to have a brilliant reception. Every- 
body in Europe knows that the Imperial 
visit was not desired in Koine, where the 
financial situation renders disagreeable the 
obligation to givo fetes, yet the Emperor is 
going. 

His Majesty will be accompanied by Von 
Marshall and Von Kiderlin- Waechtnr, pri- 
vate counsellor oi the foreign ollice. There 
is no desire in Wilhelmstrusae to give any 
cause for a rupture with tho Vatican, and 
every measure will be taken to make the 
vitic one of extreme courtesy. General 
Von Billow has invited to a breakfast, 
which will take place at the German em- 
bassy before the visit to the Vatican, Car- 
dinal EUmpolla, Cardinal Ledochowski und 
Cardinal Moctnnier, formerly under secre- 
tary of stute. Tho invitation of Ledoehow- 
ski, the champion of Poland, is causing a 
good deal of comment, and has also given 
further pleasure to the Polish party, to 
which the Kaiser has already shown signs 
of friendliness. These invitations are said 
here to have caused considerable satisfac- 
tion at the Vatican. 

Tho government organs declare that the 
report of a conflict between Chancollor Von 
Caprivi and Dr. Miguel, the Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, uro entirely baseless. It is 
known, however, that Miguel is embar- 
rassed in arranging to meot the military de- 
mands, which amount to 80,000,000 marks, 
and to meet the demand for 50,000,000 
marks additional for an extension of Btate 
railways in Prussia. 

The Chancellor's commercial treaty poli- 
cy has been strengthened by official statis- 
tics issued at Viennu, giving the results of 
the first year's trade under the Austro- 
German commercial treaty. Despite the 
reduction in tariffs on agricultural products, 
exports from Austria to Germany have 
but Elightly changed. Exports of pigs huve 
increaaed 184 per cent. Exports of wheat, 
corn, beans, rye and cattle have actually 
decreased. The report thus disproves the 
contention of agrarians that tho treaty had 
injured the German farmers. 

Sundry siens lead to tho belief that the 
end of tho ultra period through which wo 
have been pasting is near. Events aro in 
preparation in Bulgaria and every time that 
a movement occurs in that corner of Europe 
all heads are turned in that direction. 

Franco continues to occupy herself with 
her internal affairs. The new cabinet bus 
been coldly welcomed by the press and the 
public. Parliament has small confidence in 
its lasting powers. A fresh crisis before tho 
election^ will probably take place on Sunday 
next. Up to now everything is perfectly 
calm, and this will probably bo the cuse 
until after the Hist voting. 

The most alarming news his reached the 
foreigu otlico concerning the sanitary condi- 
tion of Russia, and especially Polish Russia. 
Typhus fever has followed in the wake of 
cholera. Count SchouvalofI is back again 
to lierlin, and people uro speculating what 
has been the result of his visit to St. Peters- 
burg, and whether tho Russian commercial 
treaty is likely to be an accomplished fact. 

The Kaiser on his return from Rome will 
pay a visit to Count Stockberg at U'irs- 
chqurtz, Schleswig. lie will go to Cowes 
at the end of July, and will remain there a 
week or two. Stute banquets will be held 
in his honor by the Queen at Osborne. 

The Spanish government has discovered 
an alarming conspiracy of Anarchists at 
Xere.». It evidently has for its object an 
insurrection against tho authorities. The 
authorities recently received information 
that tho Anarchists were armed and at a 
meeting at a farm house succeeded in cap- 
turing several desperate outlaws. Docu- 
ments show that another outbreak was 
planned. 

The opening of the annual French pastel 
exhibition was a great success. Bernard 
has some studies which are astonishing in 
their vigor and coloring. Jacques Eniiie 
Blanche has a very interesting series of 
little girls in the lists. Views of 1'aria by 
night place iiillotto in tho front rank. 
Durey has an interesting collection. Fnrain 
gives somo fine landscapes, while L' Her- 
mit's country scenes aro perfect. The roll 
shows Borne nude figures which are excess- 
ive in their crudity. 

The condition of nll'.iirs in Armenia is bo- 
coming more serious daily. Constant ar- 
rests of Armenians are reported in private 
letters. It is estimated that between 1,800 
und 2,0<M) Christians are now in Turkish 
dungeons. 

Emperor Franz Joseph has been advised 
by his ministers to defer his visit to Buda 
Pesth until tho celebration in connection 
with the unveiling of tho Honved monu- 
ment shall have been concluded. The 
monument will be unveiled on May L'S, tho 
anniversary of the capturo of Buda by the 
Hungarians. 

Two steamships put out into tho river 
from Hull dojk last Saturday night, to he 
able to take aboard crews at a safe distance 
from tho rioterH. Two companies of dra- 
goons, armed, formed on both sides of tho 
crews two hours later and escorted them to 
the tenderB. The polico tried to keep the 
mob bach, but the strikers broke through 
the lines repeatedly and began stoning the 
soldiers and Sidlors. The polico swung 
their clubs right and left, cracking 
heads and battering faces, and the 
drucoons beat them back with the 
butts of their lances. Finally the crows 
were placed on the tenders. Several police- 
men und dragoons wore injured and about a 
do/.cn strikers were curried from tho scene 
conflict. Both steamships subsequently 
sailed. Ken Tillett and Joseph Haveloeh 
• Wilson, M.P., before a inaBs meeting ex- 
horted tho men to hold fast to their present 
position, and Wilson proclaimed his inten- 
tion to produce a general strike. 

Heniy M. Stanley has written to the 
Peace association a letter in which he at- 
tributes the inorease in trudo in 1892 at 
African potts under German administration 
to tho giowing practice among German mer- 
chants of importing into Africa small arms 
and ammunition. These materials of war, 

ho suys, are sold to the slave traders and do 
Inestimable damage Mr. Stanloy incul- 
pates aUo tho Portuguese in his charges. 
In observance of King Leopold's 57th 



birthday, General Brnssine, commander of 
the troops inspected tho garrison at Brus- 
sels. As he passed down tho line with his 
stuff a groHp of socialists, led by a mau 
with a large red flag, ran up shouting -'Long 
live universal suffrage I" All the officers 
reined in their horses and several, appre- 
hending an attack, drew their swords. 
The socialists, however, withdrew, jeering 
at the officers and shouting for universal 
suffrage. Shortly afterwards socialists wero 
arreBted near the" parade ground for shout- 
ing insulting remarks concerning King Leo- 
pold. 

A balloon carrying three passengers left 
Brussels at 12 o'clock Saturday night. M. 
Tolt, a professional aeronaut, was in chargo. 
Over Etalpea Tolt fell from the balloon, and 
whb dashed to piece?, The two other pas- 
sengers continued the voyage, 

The French Government has apologized 
to Couut Mucnstc-r, German ambassador, 
for tho detention of tho lettors written by 
Herr Kurtz to tho Germun embassy and 
consulato w hile he was imprisoned on sus- 
picion in Rouen. Count Muonster was as- 
sured that a repetition of such incidents 
would be carefully avoided in the future, 
and that if Herr Kurtz returned to Franco, 
he would uot bo molested. 

Thomas U'Gorman, of the London Am- 
nesty association, has received a letter from 
John Daly, the Irish dynamiter, now in 
Portland prison. Daly reiterates his state- 
ment that both he nnd James Eganwere the 
innocent victims of a police plot. He ad- 
mits that he placed in Egan's garden tho 
bottle of nitro glycerino which was the 
ause of Egan's conviction. Daly complains 
hat ho is ill, but a noto appended by tho 
prison surgeon states that ho is in his usual 
health.

Their 
next datea being on the Mainland, Sunday 
morning saw them up with the sun, und at 
S o'clock they left, with other pabsengers 
for Vancouver, on the steamer Comox, 
There was a good stitf breeze blowing at 
tho time and the hurbor was choppy though 
not particularly rough. 

The Comox dots not shine as u 
heavy sea boat and when she had got 
a little way past tho lighthouse all 
on board were thoroughly impressed with 
this fact. The theatrical people, from star 
to property man, were all as sick as they 
well could be, particularly the ladies, and 
as the waves washed over tho steamer's 
deck their discomfort was further increased 
by fears for their safety.

WHEREAS It is expedient to ralso a sum of 
monoy to prorldo for tho construction of cor-

AND WHEREAS tho estimated co=t of suoh 
workB id SI2j,000. 

AND WHEREAS Tor tho purpoao aforesaid 
it ia Intonded lo raise by way of loan upon 
tho orcdlt of tho city tho sum of 5125,0^8. 

AND WHEREAS It will requlro tho sum of 
$8,12") to be raised annually by special mto for 
tho payment of the said debt and intoieat here- 
inafter mentioned. 

AND WHEREAS tho amount of tho whole 
rateable property of the corporation of tho city

AN UNRELIABLE MAN. 

It appears that it was Ivan Petroff, who 
is known to a good many in this Province, 
who led the American Government astray 
with respect to the resources of Alaska and 
tho habits of the fur seal. Petroff had 
lived long in Alaslta while it belonged to 
Russia and after it became a possession of 
the United States. Ho is an intelligent 
man and possesses considerable ability. 
Being an educated Russian, it is natural to 
conclude that tho Secretary of State found 
him very useful while ho was preparing the 
ciso for tho Arbitrators. Such a man 
knowing all about the seals and understand 
ing the Russian language, would, if he wero 
reliable, be considered a treasure. And 
it appears ho was esteemed. Important 
work was given him to do, and the im- 
formation obtained from him was embodied 
in tho American caso and important argu 
nients were based upon it. When 
Secretary Foster found out that 
ho had been grossly deceived by Petroff he 
did what was both sensible and honorable. 
He hastened to lay the whole matter before 
Sir Julian Pauucefote, the British Minister 
at Washington. 

It appears that PetrofFs dishonesty ruined 
the whole American case. After the data 
which he had supplied were eliminated there 
was very little loft that was of much value. 
Whether tho mistranslations of which we 
have read were tho work of Petroff or not wo 
have no means of knowing, but tho proba- 
bility is that they were, for it is not likely 
that the Department would havo two con- 
summate scoundrels in its employ on tho 
same case at the same time. 



driven at a speed of 100 miles an hour and 
electric oneB of 100 to 200." An electrio 
road is projected between Chicago and St. 
Louis on which trains aro expected to run 
regularly at a rate of 100 miles to 125 miles 
an hour. This is not a meroly theorotical 
road. Part of it is already under contract, 
and it is expected that it will bo completed 
within two years from tho present date.

Improve- 
ments are being continually made in marine 
engines and in naval architecture. There- 
suits that aro being produced are truly 
marvellous. It would bo rash to predict 
what will he the rato of travel twenty years 
hence.

To find the enfranchised population of the 
Mainland we must deduct the Chinese from 
the white population, ua follows:

Tho enfranchised population of Vancouver 
inland is found in the same way : 

'Gross white population 31,025 

Jfo. of Chinese, non- voters 3,183 

Totisl enfranchised 27,842 

This gives the Island enfranchised popu- 
lation 1 ,G2.'! more thun that of the Main- 
land. The reader sees that tho mistake wo 
tuade was not at all material, for tho cor- 
rected statement shows that the Island of 
Vancouver has a voting population of more 
thun sixteen hundred over that of the Main- 
land. I f, then, the representation is to bo 
distributed according to population as 
shown by the census, Vancouver Island 
is entitled to a larger representa- 
tion in the Legislative Assembly 
than the Mainland. Instead of the 
Mainland having ono member moro than 
the Island, "rep. by pop." will give the 
Island just ono member more than tho 
Mainland. Hero are the figures : The total 
voting population of the Province is 54,059; 
divide this by ,'!.'(, the number of members in 
the Legislature, and wo have one member 
for ovory 1,0118 of the population. The vot- 
ing population of the Island, as wo havo 
seen, exceeds that of the Mainland by 1,623, 
almost tho exact number to entitle it, on tho 
basis of representation by population, to ono 
member more than tho Mainland. 

This is tho result we obtain by distribut- 
ing the representation on the basis advocated 
by many of tho Opposition, both in the Leg- 
islature and out of ib. How do they like it ?

AN EXODUS.

We received by Sunday night's mail tho 
first number of a newspaper bearing the 
title of "The Colored American." This 
paper is published in Washington, D. C. 
It is well printed, and tho writing in it is 
uncommonly good. It is perfectly free from 
hifalutin, and appears to bo tho work of 
intelligent, self-respecting men. The por- 
trait of the Hon. Frederick Douglass is on 
the first page. It is a good picture, and not 
a caricature, like too many newspaper like- 
nesses, so-called, nowadays. There are 
other cuts in the paper, all of them very 
good. 

This colored man's paper has a wide field, 
and it ought to succeed. It says in its 
leading article : " We have here a popu- 
lation of eighty thousand colored people, 
the largest in the United States, whose 
total wealth is estimated by competent 
statisticians to be $17,000,000, not massed 
in the hands of a few, but generally distri- 
buted amongst tho people. A community 
that supports eighty three churches, three 
banks, one building association and ono life 
insurunco company, abundantly testifies its 
power and disposition to recognize race 
enterprise ; twenty-threo physicians and aa 
many lawyers thrive here in consequence of 
this fact. A school system that enrolls 
fifteen thousand pupils and employs two 
hundred and fifty teachers, and the presence 
of two good colleges, indicate much as to 
the intellectual life of the people." 

In such a community us this, to say 
nothing of tho contiguous states and the 
nation, there is plenty of room for a race 
paper to live and thrive in. The Colored 
American can do a great deal of good, and 
it is in its power to do very much harm. If 
it uses its influence to instruct and elevate 
tho race — to make them intelligent, con- 
tented, law-abiding citizens, it would bo a 
blessing to the colored population of the 
States, but if it cultivates a spirit of envy, 
discontent and race jealousy, no matter how 
ably it may be conducted, it will be to that 
race and to tho republic nothing but a 
curse. 



FREE DISCUSSION. 

The freedom of discussion in Great 
lirituin is almost unlimited. Tho nows 
papers and reviews discuss, and discuss 
fearlessly and thoroughly, subjects of nearly 
every kind. They aro not deterred by fear 
ot prosecution from saying what thoy be- 
lieve to bo true about matters of Btato con- 
corn, and the dread of theodium theoloyiatm 
doers not prevent them discussing creeds and 
dogmas and institutions. One would think 
that an English newspaper would hesitate 
before it discussed the probability of a re 
hellion in Ulster and the chances that there 
i\ro of its succeeding. But the Loudon 
Spectator has published at least ono articlo 
on that subject, in which it expresses its 
convictions very freely. Hero aro threo 
paragraphs from that remarkable article : — 
The gulf which divides the Ulstermen 
from the southerners in race, creed and 
form of civilization is both wide and deep. 
Tho former will be alarmed for their creed, 
which, if not directly persecuted, will be 
treated as a disqualification for ollico ; for 
their property, which, if not actually 
menaced by coufi eating laws, will be crip- 
pled by new taxation to " encourage " tho 
industries of tho south, and for their honor, 
which, if they yield after bo many pro- 
testations, will bo assailed by storms of 
ridicule. 

Tho six counties cannot defeat England 
any moro than all Ireland c >uld ; but de- 
feating England would not be their object, 
but to make such a resistance that Eng- 
land, stirred to its depths with sympathy, 
might reiuclude them in her dominion. 
It is, of course, most dillicult for a provinco 
to hold its own against a kingdom, but tho 
new government of Ireland would not at lirst 
be a strong ono, and it might not have the 
control of any powerful force of British 
troops, tho Imperial Government hesitating 
to act in face eit her of Parliament or of its 
own military officers. The Ulstermen we 
should think, would have a few weeks' 
time, and might, after creating a provis- 
ional government charged " to defend this 
division of Queen Victoria's dominion," if 
even fairly armed, construct and defend a 
-Plevna which no Irish local force could 
carry, and which it would take 20,000 of 
tho best British troops two mouths to 
occupy by storm. 

With Canadians, Scotchmen, Englishmen 
and probably Germans swarming to offer 
aid, tho defence of such a Plevna might be a 
grand one, and would certainly excite a 
commotion in Great Britain that would 
shake any Ministry and impede the action 
of any Parliament. The end, we see reason 
to believe, would be a compromise which, 
by making them either a canton of Ireland 
or a division of England, would release the 
six counties from immediate dependence 
upon any Irish central authority. It would 
be ton painful to put out the full force of 
the Empire for the utter subjugation of men 
who only ask to remain subject to ils Par- 
liament, and too great a draft besides on 
the loyalty of officers willing to die in any 
quarrel save one against which their con- 
sciences and their honor ought alike revolt. 

liut would Ulster or the six counties 
havo the moral right to embark in such a 
struggle? It is very difficult to say where 
the right of rebellion begins and ends. It 
certainly exists, or slavery, for instance, 
might bo eternal ; and it as certainly 
not universal, or there could be no society. 
On the whole wo should say that the right 
arose wherever an intolerable wrong existed 
not curable in any other way, as iu the caso 
of slavery ; wherever a higher race was sub- 
jected to a lower one, as iu the case of Bul- 
girians and Turks, and wherever a raco was 
transferred from one dominion to another 
without its own cousent, as was the caso 
with the Tyrolese.

A FAST AGE. 



This is a fast ago. We livo fast, wo think 
fast und wo travel fast. The rapidity with 
which wo travel both by laud and by sea 
would appear to our grandfathers almost, it 
not entirely, miraculous. And wo aro in- 
creasing tho speed ulmost every year. In 
the old stage-couching days twolve miles an 
hour was considered good travelling and 
fifteen miles top speed. Now thirty miles an 
hour by land is complained of as slow. At 
tho beginning ot the present century it often 
took tho best vessels a month to cross tho 
Atlantic. Now it is done in less than a 
week, and tho arrival of a passenger steam- 
ship can bo calculated with almost mathe- 
matical exactness. Great improvements are 
being made in both locomotives and steam- 
ships. Sixty miles au hour is not in these 
days considered wonderful speed on a rail- 
road.

It is not yet known why Capt Rosa has not 
brought the Zambesi with him, as his ar- 
rival in command of his own ship was 
looked for this month. The Empress 
passed tho steamer Mogul of the N. P. R. 
line, and reports that she will probably be 
in to-day,

STRIKE OK MECHANICS. 

Eleven Hundred Employes of the Atchison, 
Topekll and .Santa Ke (Juit Work. 

TOPEKA, April S — Tho 1,100 machinists, 
boilermakers, blacksmiths and their helpers, 
employed in the shops of the Atchison, 
Topeka anil Santa Fe railway at this place, 
quit work at 1 o'clock this afternoon, and 
acting with their fellow workmen in the 
same departments along tho line of the 
entire system, are on a strike for better 
wages and other demands. It is reported 
by tho strikers that the firemen and brake- 
men are also out, but ibis lacks confirma- 
tion. The men demand that their pay shall 
bo increased twenty five cents per day ; 
that inexperienced nun shall get less 
than the regular rates, shall not. be required 
bo do the work of skilled men, and that 
when the company deems it necessary to 
reduco expenses that gangs be not dis- 
charged or laid off, but that the hours be 
reduced. The pay of machinists, boiler- 
makers and blacksmiths is now §2 lit) per 
day, and of helpers SI 50. The demand is 
that it be increasod to $2.75 and §1 7"> 
respectively. J'he demands havo been pre- 
sented to the management and rejected by

The Payment 01 'Longshoremen — 
Steamer Delta in Distress— Latest 
From the Sealers. 

The 'longshoremen employed in discharg- 
ing the coabcargo of tho Komulus at the 
outer wharf are now receiving forty cents 
an hour for day labor and fifty cents per 
hour for night work. The standard rate of 
wages is thirty cents day and forty cents 
night, but when the men "knocked otF" on 
Saturday night they refused to accept pay- 
ment on theao terma. Tho higher rato is 
paid for discharging the San Francisco 
steamers, which arrive at uncertain hours, 
and only afford a few hours' employment at 
best, and the employers of tho dissatisfied 
laborers, some thirty of whom threatened to 
strike unless the higher rato was paid, con- 
sidered the standard wages quite sufficient. 
The men had, however, been employed 
while the ship was at li-ojuimult, where tho 
extra pay was allowed, and had not been 
formally notified that a change would bo 
made when the vessel was brought to dock. 
For this reason their claim was granted. It 
is expected that the Garnet will come out of 
do;k to-day, the Lome going in next for a 
spring overhauling, and the Komulus being 
put upon the blocks on Thursday.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Session of the Sixth Parliament. 
FORTY-SIXTH DAY. 

Monday, April 10. 1893. 
The Speaker took the chair at 11 o'clock, 

FKASKIt RIVER BRIDOE 1SIM-. 

Tho bill granting aid to the Fraser river 
bridgo was read a third time and pissed. 
COMPANIES mix- 
The Houao went into committee on the 
Companies bill, Mr. Aodorson in the chair. 

bill was reported complete, with amend- 
ments ; repom > VB ? ftdoptcd, M» read a 
third timo and passed. 

LAND SURVEYORS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved the Bocond 
reading of a bill amending the Land Sur- 
veyors Act. The intention of the bill waB 
explained to bo to more clearly define wln.fc 
a civil engineer waB, so that those who 
were not properly qualified could not be 
admitted bb Provincial land surveyors. 

Tho bill was read a second time and com- 
mitteed, with Mr. Booth In tho chair. Bill 
was reported complete without amendment; 
report was adopted, bill read a third time 
and passed. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS ABSTRACT. 

Hon. Mr. TURNER presented tho ab- 
stract of public accounts to tho :ilst of De- 
cember, 1S02. 

CANADA WESTERN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in moving the second 
reading of a bill relating to the Canada 
Western Railway Co. desired to make some 
explanation of the objects of tho measure. 
Last year an act had been passed by tho 
Legislature extending tho time for the 
commencement of tho road on the under- 
standing that certain securities would bo 
given to the extont of £50,000. After this 
legislation hud been had there wus consider- 
able correspondence and negotiations fol- 
lowed, the result of which was the taking 
of a bond by tho Government for £50,000 as 
security that certain location surveys would 
be completed by tho compuny by the 2,')rd 
of April of this year. Following that.sur- 
vey parties had been sent out, und an ener- 
getic attempt was made by tho promoters 
of tho enterprise for the purpose of 
gotting financial aid, and although 
these efforts had not been completed, 
ho still thought it was not going at all too far 
to say that things were at present in a most 
satisfactory state, bo that there was every 
prospect that* before tho expiration of tho 
lime to which it wus now proposed to ex- 
tend the charter that such proposals would 
be made to f ho House as would result in the 
work being carried to a successful issue. As 
a motion had been passed asking for the 
correspondence in this matter, and as that 
correspondence, he hoped, would be down 
shortly, he presumed there would be no ob- 
jection to his reading tho following letter, 
which would explain to a great extent what 
had been done up to the present as between 
the con. puny and tho Government. Ho 
then read the lotter : 

" RE CANADIAN WESTERN RAILWAY CO. 

" Victoria, B.C., April 5th, 1893. 
"To the Hon. tht Attorney-General, Jamc< 
Bay, Victoria, B.G. 

" Sir:— We have the honor to lay before 
you the following facts with relation to this 
matter in addition to the communications 
which you havo already received from us. 

" We huve since July last expended upon 
Burveys and other expenses connected with 
this enterprise the sum of ubout $23,000.00. 

" Since our last letter to you on this sub- 
ject, negotiations have been constantly in 
progress with reference to completing a 
financial organization for the purpose of 
undertaking the construction of the rail- 
way. 

" As you are no doubt aware, manv diffi- 
culties havo been encountered in this 
matter. They have arisen to u certain 
extent from the tact that this is an enter- 
prise that contemplates the construction of 
a ruilroad through a comparatively un- 
known territory, in a new country, und 
about which a lack of reliable information 
at present exists. We have also had very 
serious opposition to contend with from 
certain persons whose interests were inimi- 
cal to ours, and who have been constant in 
their endeavors to defeat our plans at every 
stage of the negotiations. It ought not, 
therefore, to be a matter of surprise thai in 
the short time that has been ullowed us we 
have found it difficult to complete a dt fin 
ite set of arrangements ; but we are glud to 
be ablo to Btate thut matters are now in 
such a shape that wo hope to be able to 
deal upon a business basis with respect to 
the whole matter. 

" Wo have made every possible effort to 
finance the undertaking on tho basis of the 
laud grant subsidies alone, and in order to 
accomplish this we have laid the enterprise 
before the leading financial houses of the 
United States and Europe, and although on 
many occasions we have apparently been on 
tho evo of success, we havo found at the 
last moment that those on whom wo relied 
for financial aid had withdrawn, as they 
Wct'O sufficiently satisfied with tho 

security olTered. 

" The diffloulty principally arises from 
this fact : thut a road such as this, running 
through an entirely new country, will have 
no earning capacity during the period of 
construction, und after construction for a 
considerable pei iod there will he, for the 
same reason, little hope of its being able to 
pay more than the operating expenses. 

*' While we have every confidence in the 
undeveloped resources of the country 
through which it is prupobed to curry this 
lino, yet it is a matter of common knowl- 
edge thut these resources have to be proved 
by actual settlement and development be- 
fore any tungible results will accrue. The 
settlement of the country in the beginning 
must necessarily be slow and the eurnings of 
tho road correspondingly light. 

"There Iiuh, theretore, lo be .suggested 
some means by which a fund may be pro- 
vided for the payment of tho interest on 
the company's bonds during the first stages 
of tho railway's existence ; and while the 
capitalists with whom we have been in 
negotiation huve not been dissatisfied with 
the security otl'ered, they huve been unwill- 
ing to tie up for so long a time the necessar- 
ily largo amount of money which will have 
,to bo expended iu the construction of tho 
road. 

" VVe huve, however, been able to com- 
plete tho organization of a financial com- 
pany, which has been registered in London, 
with a oapital of five millions of dollars, 
lully subscribed and subject to call ; and 
we aro informed by cable that a meeting of 
that company was held in London yesler- 
cluy, ut which meeting the first call was 
levied on tho shareholders, which will 
result in tho deposit on Thursday or 
Friday of this week, of a sum of at least 
8100,000 in tho Bank of British Columbia 
at London, us a guarantee of tho bona fides 
of tho company. 

" in organizing this company, for tho pur- 
poses which we huvo stated, they have 
insisted, us u term of undertaking tho 
responsibility which wo have asked them to 
ussumo, that wo should request somo 
finuncial accommodation from tho 1 rovmco; 
nnd wo believe wo aro authorized to say 
ihut if such an arrangement as that which 
follows can bo urrived ut, sufficient funds 



will be provided to completo tho construc- 
tion of at least one thousand miles of the 
railroad ; operations to bo commenced at a 
very early dato. 

" The plan which we havo lo suggest is 
tho following : Wo propose to issue bonds 
from timo to timo covering various sections 
of the roi>d its completed. In order to pro- 
vide for the payments accruing on such 
bonds, or a portion of them ut least, we 
propose that the Government Bhould guar- 
antee interest on these securities to an 
amount not exceeding $15,000 per mllo of 
the road as constructed. The bonds aro to 
bear interest ftt tho ratO Of four percent., 
and th» C^vernment guarantee U to be con- 
fined to tho bonds which shall be issued up- 
on tho firat four hundred miles of the road. 

" It is expected, of courso, under this 
guaranteo that the Government will, ft r tho 
first few years, be called upon to make cer- 
tain payments in respeot of intorest, but, as 
before stated, wo are in hopes, with tho de- 
velopment of tho country which will ensuo 
upon the construction of tho railroad, that 
tho Company will at no very distant period 
be ablo to ussumo and take euro of its own 
fixed charges. 

" In order to secure the Government, 
however, for any deficiency iu tho payments 
of interest which it may bo called upon to 
make good under its guarantee, we propose 
to give the following securities : 

"(a) A floating security by way of sec- 
ond mortgugo upon such portion of tho com- 
pany's undertaking as may be agreed upon ; 

"(b) To provido a Biukiug fund into 
which there shall be paid a certain percent- 
ugo of the moneys arising from timo to time 
from the sulo of tho lands which the com- 
pany shall receive under its Lund Subsidy 
Act. 

1 We think that tho plan which we have 
to propose to your Government is one which 
will meet not only with tho approval of the 
Executive but of tho Legislature and the 
people of the Province generally, inasmuch 
us it appeurs, from our experience during 
the laBt year, to be the only feasible way of 
carrying to a successful issue this enter- 
prise, in which tho whole country is so very 
much interested. 

" We shall bo very glad if an appoint- 
ment can be made with you or some other 
representative of tho Government, in order 
thut wo may go fully into tho details, and 
discuss in all its bearinga the proposition 
which wo have outlined here. 

" If such un interview is grunted wo are 
prepared to lay before you every communi- 
cation which wo huve hud upon tho subject, 
and all documents iu our possession relating 
to the matters in question, in order that you 
may be fully convinced of the bona fides of 
tho arrangements which havo been curried 
on, and nluo of the fact that tho peoplo with 
svhom we are now negotiating ure perfectly 
competent, if a satisfactory arrangement 
can be completed with the Government, to 
furnish tho capital required for tho building 
of the railway. 

" While wo can hardly hope that the 
Government will be ablo at this late period 
of the session to formulate any definite 
legislution on this question, yot we venture 
to suggest that power should be tuken by 
the Executive to deal with us in such u wuy 
as that work may be commenced as soon ub 
wo are able to meet your views upon the 
preliminary matters which will have to bo 
arrangeel. Wo say this becuuso wo are 
satisfied that our principals are anxious to 
take up the work of actual construction 
without waiting for another meeting of the 
Legislature, if thut delay can be avoided. 

"We may say in olosingthat in laying these 
matters belore the Government our clients 
have every confidence that their earnest 
efforts, their personal sacrifices, und the 
heavy outluy of money incurred by them 
will be duly und fairly considered, und that 
a reasonable opportunity will be given to 
them to carry to completion this very im- 
portant undertaking, which is fraught with 
such immense advantage to the Northern, 
Middle and Eastern sections of British 
Columbia, and which will ulso develop to 
the utmost that onca fumoua, but now 
isolated and remote, but nevertheless rich, 
section surrounding Cariboo, which our 
clients, in common with the great majority 
of our population, still believe to be rich in 
gold-carrying quartz ledges, which cannot 
now bo rendered available and must con- 
tinue to remain undeveloped until railway 
communication has been established with 
the coast. 

" We have tho honor to be, sir,

" Solicitors for the Canadian Western Cen- 
tral Railway Company." 
This letter was dated April 15, and 
there wus also unother letter dated April Li, 
which covered u note from Mr. Ward, the 
manager of the Bank of B. C. iu this city. 
The second letter and enclosure read as 
follows : 

" Victoria, B.C , April, 1S9.L 
" To the Hon. tht Attorney-Genera!, Jamea 
Bay, Victoria : 

" Sir, — Wo huve tho honor to enclose for 
your informution a note which wo have just 
received from Mr. Ward, of Uie i5ank of 
British Columbia, containing a copy of a 
cablegram telegraphed from their head 
office to-day from London. 

" This, you will observe, In In verifica- 
tion of the statement which wo hud the 
honor to make in our lust communication 
respecting the meeting of the Company in 
England and the receiving of the cull upon 
the shurcs. It is probably uecessury that 
certain notice should bo given there und 
that u few duys should elapse before the 
calls ure payable in cash. 

" We have wired for further information 
in respect Lo the matter through the Bank 
of British Columbia, and will enclose the 
communication to you as soon us it is re- 
ceived. 

" Wo huve the honor to be, sir,

Dear Sir — Mr. Ward wishes me to let 
you know thut wo have just received tho 
following wire from London : 

" ' We (Bunk of B.C., London) havo been 
requested by Lord Thurlow to inform you 
that we have received applications for 2,250 
shares of £10 in the British Columbia Rail- 
way Land Finance Corporation.' 

" Yours faithfully,

Ho (Mr. Davie) hud read theso letters 
for tho purpose of showing hon. members of 
the House that the promoters of the com- 
pany wore endeavoring to got tho concerns 
of tho compuny on a satisfactory financial 
basis. Mention wus made in tho first letter 
of the financial aid thut was expected to 
come from tho Province; but, us be had said 
on a previous occasion, until such time us 
tho company wus in a position to make a 
definite proposition to tho Government in 
tho mattor, it would be premature to discuss 
this phase of the question. When that time 
came, the Government and tho Houao would 
bo in a position to consider if the Govern- 
ment should give any aid or not, and if so, 
how much nnd in what manner; but at 
present mutters were not in that advanced 



condition when it was competent to discuss 
this question. In the meantime, however, 
it wus advisable that tho House should place 
the Government in a position to deal with 
tho company so that tho charter should not 
bo permitted to die a natural death while 
there was any substantial reason for believ- 
ing that tho efforts to get tho necossary 
capital womUJ bo successful. Therefore this 
bill was brought down to tho House to 
enable tho Govornmout to extend tho time 
bo us to savo tho land subsidies, fad aho in 
thin bill it wus proposed to give the Govern- 
ment power to change tho name of tuo com- 
pany, as tho promoters were of opinion that 
they could perhaps work better under 
another name. Ho did not know that the 
othor communications which would bo 
brought down to tho House would give 
much more information than tho ono ho had 
just read, It would bo observed by the 
bond that security to that extend had been 
given that $50,000 would bo Bpent in 
location and other surveys before tho 28th 
day of April, 1893. At tho ti.no the 
bond was given in compliance with 
tho act, ho hud thought himself that 
it was quite unlikely that tho full 
amount of money would bo spent, us 
tho summer was at that time far advanced, 
but, no doubt, as tho company hud Bpent 
$23,000, as stated in the letter, they had 
acted with good faith in tho matter. The 
course which the Government would in 
futuro tuke upon tho bond would be wholly 
governed by tho nuture of the proposal to 
bo made us indicated by the company which 
was now being formed in London. Tho oh- 
joct wus to help along tho construction of 
the road und not to make a cast-iron 
agreement or restriction or demand the 
pound of flesh which might be demanded 
if the entire agreement had not been car- 
ried out. If tho compuny was formed as 
stated und the road was to be built, these 
people should receivo the consideration of 
tho House. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven suid that this was one 
of those questions which, if it wus to be 
dealt with at all, should havo been dealt 
with at an curlier st:>ge of the session. The 
present bill should have been brought down 
before tho end of the first month of the ses- 
sion, at any rate. All hon. members of tho 
House, he was sure, woro anxious to seo 
ruilwuy construction go ahead in tho coun- 
try. But at tho same timo all were anxious 
to prevent peoplo coming to this House and 
getting charters for no other purpose thun 
to speculato with them. If such people 
could make any money by selling their 
charter, why all right; and if not, why they 
dropped and it did not do the country 
any good. This policy in tho muttor of 
ruilroads had retarded tho progress 
uf tho Province, and ho would bo 
glad to see the day when it would be put an 
ond to. Reviewing the history of tho Can- 
ada Western Railway ho pointeil out that 
the roud was chartered in KSSi), work was to 
commence within three years and was to bo 
completed within eight. During the period 
of construction there was to be un annual 
expenditure of not leas than $200,000, und 
it wus provided that if theso conditions 
were not carried out the charter Bhould be- 
come null and void. Not a single condition 
imposed by tho charter had been carried out. 
This fact was brought to tho attention of 
tho House in 1S9'2; yet, although the chur- 
ter was to all intents and purposes dead, 
the House passed the act which renewed the 
privileges and revived the charter under 
certain conditions. He hud his doubts as to 
whether in point of law the charter which 
was dead could ho revived or not, 
but it hud been done, or attempted 
to be done, and this mutter was not now 
under discussion. One of the conditions on 
which the charter was to be revived was 
that the sum of $50,000 wus to be spent on 
preliminary surveys und ao forth. The hon. 
Premier has just read a letter, in which it 
Was stated that $'_'.'!, 000 had been spent 
upon surveys and for the purpose of advanc- 
ing tho work of tho company. Ho would 
huve placed the amount it lt-i, than $.1,(100, 
but, to do justice mi ail pirii.M, would per- 
haps place it as ln s h us §10,(JUL), although 
ho would think that this lacn-r sum was 
overdrawing tho thing. But, if the huih 
stated, $23,000, had been spent l)y the com- 
puny — und ho presumed the statement 
would not bo made if it was not correct- 
then a great deal of injustice was being 
done to tho compuny in the public 
mind, for certainly it wus u new feature 
of the cuso altogether that any con- 
siderable amount of money had been spent. 
Tho country wanted railways, it wanted 
railways to develop it, and every ono who 
hud the interests of the country at heart 
could not but bo unxious to see railways 
built; but about this particular m utter there 
hud beer, so many statements made that he 
thought, if neceaaury, there should bo a 
Royal Commission appointed to make an 
inquiry to prove or disprove somo of these 
ugly rumors that hud been Hying around, 
and if they were not true let tho public 
know it und deal with the people that were 
making them. (Hear, hear,) There were 
some very ugly things said in reference to 
this charter. They militated against the 
enterprise of the company which held the 
charter, and if they were not Investigated 
to see if there was anything in them or not 
it would bo a public misfortune. Ho would 
like to have Seen this mutter brought up at 
un earlier day in the aession so that there 
might have been a fuil inquiry into the 
mutter, when witnesses could have been 
examined under oath and the evidence 
taken down, so that the people 
might know and understand whether 
these things were as thoy were 
stated to be or not. He was in favor of 
every genuine enterprise being assisted and 
encouraged, but he did not want anyone to 
get any privilege from this House and then 
go round und compel snmeono to pay $1,000 
or $1,000,000 or $500, 000 beforo anyone else 
would bo allowed to tuko it up. * If any 
man wus going to put any money into this 
enterprise he ought to huve tho full benefit 
of tho result of his money, nnd not have 
to pay to anyone anything for tlio privilege 
of investing hia money. If the proposition 
was shown to be genuine and right ho would 
hold up both hands for it. This simple 
statement that $23, 000 had been expended 
for surveys ought to be proved or disproved. 
All ho knew ubout tho matter was what 
was currently reported — that a small survey 
party was out for threo or four months 
and his own opinion was that so much money 
could not have been spent with ao small a 
party in that time ; and, in fact, if the 
truth wero known, ho did not think that 
those men wore paid until a few days ago. 
Tho House ought to know if the company 
was bona tide beforo it was asked to deal 
with it. All the members of this House 
were too old to wuslo time in allowing 
people to get a charter for tho simple pur- 
pose of holding it till they should get their 
price so as to prevent other people going 
into tho enterprise. If there wuu anything 
of this kind in connection with the present 
charter it ought to bo investigated beforo 
anything was done, and if there was nothing 
of tho kind and everything was square and 
above board, it ought to bo encouraged. 
(Applause, ) 

Hon. Mb. Pooley said that it did not 
appear to him that there was so niuoh im- 
portance attached to bo present bill as lion, 
members on tho opposite sido of tho House 
would strive to mako out. Tho present bill 
was simply to extend tho charter now hold 



by this company. These men had got tho 
charter in good faith and had gone to a 
ejreat deal of expense in connection witl; tti 
und all that they now asked tho Houso to 
do was to extonil tho time and not close 
them out until they had a chanco to make 
tho necesaary arrangements. Tho hon. 
leader of tho Opposition had made some 
statements with regard to cortain rumors 
that wero going around. The hon. gentlo- 
man had said that ha wished to huvo u full 
inquiry into those statements. If this bill 
was not passed this year there would ho no 
opportunity of having that inquiry ; but If 
the hill was passed, and there were any bucIi 
rumors afloat, he Was ope of those, who 
hoped that thoro would l)G a full inquiry 
and a complete Investigation into them un- 
der Buch Conditions that the evidence would 
be heard on oath, bo that tho Houso and 
the country could bco if thero was anything 
in them or not. This was one reason, and 
to htm it uppeared the Btrongost reason, 
which presented itself at the time for 
urging tho passago of tho bill, and next 
session any hon. member of tho House could 
move for a committee of inquiry, and he 
(Mr. Pooley) would ho tho first man, as 
tho hon. member of tho Opposition had 
auid, to hold up both hands for it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Davie wished that tho hon. 
leader of the Opposition would tell the 
House some of theso ugly rumors that had 
been circulating. Although he had moved 
around u good deal, he had heard nothing 
of tho kind, und he thought if thero had 
been anything like that he would have 
heard it. Ho would like to know what 
they were. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven did not think tho hon. 
Premier was as innocent uh ho would havo 
tho Houso believe. He assured the House 
that there were rumors. 

Mb. Semi. in thought tho bill was a very 
Innocent looking measure, but was worthy 
of much uttentiou, as it was a matter of 
greater importance than appeared on the 
f.ico of it. Of courso it was said that the 
bill was only to extend the time. What 
wus the necessitj of extending the time in 
which construction should commence ? 
What was tho difficulty ? Nothing but 
financial difficulty, and how did tho com- 
pany propose to get over this? They 
simply said that they wanted to get the 
Province to guuranteo their bonds. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley — That proposition iB 
not beforo us now. 

Mr. Semi. in continued that it was not 
directly beforo tho House, but indirectly it 
wus. There wus no getting over it. Hon. 
members who voted for this bill could know 
exactly what their votes were being cast 
for, and thut next year the company would 
come to the House und ask for the guaran- 
tee and would udvanco as one of their argu- 
ments the fact that tho extension was 
granted on tho distinct understanding that 
it would bo granted. Tho Houso by pass- 
ing the bill would bo simply encouraging 
the company to como after a guarantee. 
One of the objects of the charter was to pot 
railwuy connection for the mines of Cariboo. 
Ho was suro if this was the object that the 
scheme was not so good a ono as was a pro- 
position to build a 300 mile lino from Ash- 
croft, which at much less expense would 
givo all the advantages. 

Hon. Mr. Versos was sorry to see some 
hon. mernbsrs of the House so greatly agi- 
tated over something that wus not before 
the House at all. The hon. member who 
hud just spokeu seemed to think there was 
something in tho present bill which would 
involve the House in guaranteeing the bonds 
of the company— but he could assure him 
there wus nothing of tho kind, und it would 
be time enough to touch upon that proposi- 
tion when it came up. In tho meantime 
such a reference was entirely out of place. 
The hon. leader of the Opposition tried to 
convey the impression that he was not clear 
about the scheme, and therefore ho would 
critisise it in hia carping way, and complain 
because this roud had not already been 
built. This wus a proposition which in- 
volved the expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars. Look what a time it took to arrange 
for tho capital and negotiate for tho build- 
ing of the C. 1'. R. or any other road of a 
like magnitude. Did the hon. gentleman 
wunt the road to built in a moment ? 
Hon. Mr. Beaven— I did not say that. 
Hon. Mr. Vernon replied, No; but tho 
hon. gentleman had gone into u long history 
of tho thing, und tried to show or to insin- 
uate that it was bogus und no good. It must 
be remembered that it took u long time to 
negotiate u scheme like this, and all tho 
Government could do was to assist tho 
movement us fur as possible. The Govern- 
ment could not guuruutee the bonda them- 
selves. 

Hon. M r. Beaven— No; I am sure of that. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, continuing, said he 
could not seo tho object of all this discus- 
sion. Next year,;if tho Government brought 
down un aid bill it would bo time enough 
to have all this talking ; but in the mean- 
time what object could be gained by it ? 
Tho hon. leader of the Opposition wus nil 
the timo trying to throw doubts on the 
bona lides of the Canada Western Company, 
and told about ugly rumors that ho had 
heurd, Ho bud suid something lust year 
ubout the Bhuswnp Sc Okunugun railwuy iu 
tho same way, He was threatening the 
Houao with all sorts of select committees 
undi nquiries and the like, and what did it 
all amount to ? Nothing ut all. The hon. 
gentleman had only thrown out inuendoes 
which did not amount to anything, and 
would not amount to anything until such 
times us he wus reudy to follow 
up his statements and bring somo proof 
of them, If there was any charge to 
bo made, let it bo made in an outspoken, 
manly wuy, jijul tho Souse would bo quick 
to tuko it up and look into it. The hon. 
leader of the Opposition would havo the 
House believe that ho stood thero alone us 
tho champion of the morality of tho whole 
House, and that other hon. members did 
not feel as he did about matters of the kind. 
(Laughter.) There was no occasion for in- 
uendoes to be thrown out. Next aeasion, if 
tho matter came up — and whether it did or 
not— thero would be an ample opportunity 
afforded to move for a select committee, und 
not a single member of the House, Govern- 
ment or Opposition, would ruiso his voice 
against it, and then tho hon. gentleman 
could havo all tho ugly things ho liked 
looked into. As to tho remark which had 
been made as to the Ashcroft and Cariboo 
Railwuy, there would beyond all question 
of u doubt bo a largo section of the country 
benefited by the building of such n line, and 
ho hoped it would be built ; but tho present 
road was one of an entirely different char- 
acter and would open up a much larger 
stretch of tcrritoiy. Ho hoped all hon. 
members of tho House would join in voting 
for tho second rending. (Appluusc ) 

Mlt. FoRSTER was glad of tho wide scope 
of tho debate, which would allow him to 
discuss the bill in all its phases. Ho was 
opposed to granting tho extension on gen- 
eral principles, chief of which wua that he 
thought all railways should bo under Gov- 
ernment ownership. Another thing, he 
thought the route wus not n good ono nnd 
that the building, or utterrpc at building, a 
lino over such a routo would swamp any 
company in the world. Another thing, ho 
did not like the no-taxation clauso in the 
land grant, and for these reasons would 
vote againBt the second reading.

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Dn. Watt hopod that nothing -whatever 
would bp allowed to aland in the way of 
tho company which wua proposing to build 
a ruilway that would do bo much for the 
country. He believed in the general prin- 
ciple that tho construction of each unci 
every railway in the Province -was of gen- 
eral good to the Province, but, in additiou 
to this, he was euro the railway now pro- 
posed would bo of enormous valuo in the 
development of Cariboo. Whilo there was 
nothing before the House now ub to the 
guarantee of the bonds of the company, ho 
wanted to point out to the hon. member 
who had advocated the Government owner- 
ship of railwuys that if the Government 
could uflord to own tho railway it could 
certainly ulibrd to give a reasonable guar- 
antee to assist in the building of tho road. 
As to the route proposed, he did not think 
there was any question as to its feasibility, 
for there was no doubt whatever that the 
G. l l . R- ought to havo been built there, 
not where it was. Ho would like to see tho 
Ashcroft and Cariboo railway built ; but 
while that road would bo a ureut benetit, it 
would not do nearly as much good as tho 
Canada Western as proposed. He did not 
see any opposition to the CP. K. in the 
building of tho Canada Western, which, he 
thought, would be rather beneficial to the 
present Canadian route than othewiso. 

The Speaker left tho chair at 12:10 
o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Speaker took tho chair at 2:.'10 
o'clock. 

PUBLIC ACUOU.NTS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Martin- presented tho report of the 
Public Accounts committee, which was re- 
ceived and ordered printed. 

BILLS OK SALE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduced a bill to 
amend the Hills of Sale Act. Bill read a 
first time, second reading to-morrow, 

CANADA WESTERN RAILWAY", 

Mr. Brown resumed the debate ou tho 
Canada Western Railway bill. He said 
that the manner in which the bill had been 
introduced left no other course open than 
to carry the discussion wide of the mark. 
The hon. member for Vale (Mr. Seinlin) 
had intimated that a vote on the present 
bill would be a voto for a Provincial guar- 
antee, and while some lion, members had 
cried out, "No ! no ! " ho did not see how 
they could justify such an expression. Ho 
considered the letter which had been read 
by the hon. Premier, as being part and 
parcel of the bill itself (laughter), for the 
company simply said : " We want our 
charter extended, but if you aro not pre- 
pared to guarantee our bonds, you need not 
extend tho charter." (Laughter) This 
'was tho way ho looked ut it anyway. 
While the charter itself was not a remark- 
able one, the Land Subsidy bill gave some 
curious and unusual powers as to building 
of branch lines. If this railwuy ever should 
be built it must seek its terminus at Fort 
Simpson or at either of tho two harbors on 
the West coast of Vancouver Island. The 
railway could never be made a success with 
its terminus at Victoria. With regard to 
the land subsidy, he pointed out that tho 
laud would not have to he taxed except 
when it was taken up by settlers. The 
company could always prevent the Province 
getting revenue by working tho best por- 
tions of the land itself. He sincerely hoped 
the scheme would fall through, as in this 
event the best interests of the Province 
would he served. He was sure, however, 
if tho bargain did go through that the time 
would come when it would be shown that 
it was a bad bargain. Continuing, he wished 
particularly and forcibly to emphasize the 
fact that casting a vote for the extension of 
the charter was simply ousting a vote for 
tho guarantee of tho bonds, If the 
Government did not propose to 
guarantee the bonds why let the 
promoters go ahead and spend more money '.' 
It would be misleading them to do so, and 
hon. members who now voted for the bill 
and came hack next year to voto against a 
guarantee would fiuil themselves in a 
peculiar position. He wanted to see all tho 
railwuys built that could possibly be had 
without injuring the Province. He ad- 
mitted that tho railway would develop tho 
"aiffl ull along tho line, but money would ho 
needed to continue the settlement by build- 
ing roads, trails, etc., and where was the 
money for these improvements to come 
from V Not from that eeotton of the coun- 
try itself, for the greater part would be 
given away to the railway company free of 
taxation. Tho money would, therefore, 
have to come from the pockets of the people 
of tho other sections of the Province, 
which would he bad policy. Anxious as he 
was to see a railway built to Cariboo, he 
would rather wait and do without 
it than see the country involved in a 
ruinous expenditure, but ho believed 
thoro was another way of affording Cariboo 
railway accommodation — a cheaper way, 
too. He gave the railway promoters credit 
for honesty and fair dealing in stating its 
case so plainly. They siid that the Prov- 
ince would not only have to guarantee the 
bonds, but would have to pay the interest, 
and this the Province could not afford to do. 
He did not wish to add to the ugly things 
which had been said about the company ; 
but he would say that he looked upon it as 
little better than a land booming specula- 
tion. 

Hon". Col. Baker could not see the reason 
of the introduction, in connection with the 
bill before tho House, of all the extraneous 
matter that had been brought in by hon. 
members opposite. What was the meaning 
of the puerile argument advanced by tho 
junior member for Yale (Mr. Somlin)? What 
did he want the House to believe ? Why, 
nothing else than that the members in voting 
for the bill would be voting for something 
that was not at all in tho bill. This was 
truly an extraordinary statement, which ho 
wus eure would ho seen by all members 
of the House to bo nothing more or less than 
an attempt to draw a red herring across the 
track. If the company had only spent 
§5,000 or 310,000, as tho hon. loader of the 
Opposition had said, it still had done the 
country some benetit and had shown good 
faith. There was no other company coining 
before the House in competition with this 
Canada Western Co., and whether the latter 
failed or succeeded they wero entitled to 
credit for their ellorts. Ho proposed to 
vote for the second reading of the bill and 
would ask hon. members of the House to 
vote for it, and in doing so would point out 
that the bill did not touch a guarantee at 
all and had nothing to do with it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Booth could not see what objection 
could bo taken to such asimplo proposition 
as to extend tho time of tho company that 
was handling such an ontorpriso as this. 
What injury could bo done by extending 
the time, one or two or three years 1 How 
would tlie country suffer? Not one hon. 
member who hud opposed tlio bill had 
attempted to show. Ho wua ono of those 
who belioved tho company should havo a 
freo hand to come to tho coast at any point 
they could, instead of restricting them to 
comiug to Victoria— then they could 
probably finance the Bchemo hotter. 

Dr. Milne announced that he had made 
up his mind to voto for the second reading 
of the bill, but ho regrottod the tendency of 



the different ruilway companies to play 
part and loose with the Legislature. Ho 
thought the 20.000 acres of land por mile 
wus enough to enable the road to bo built. 
If the company wanted to build up to Fort 
Simpson, ua they announced in tho Gazette, 
it would be breaking faith with the people 
of the Province and of Victoria, The enm- 
pany was worthy of censure also on account 
of stories published in various newspapers 
from time to time, as to what was going to 
be done, when peoplo knew that what was 
promised had not been done. Ho would, 
however, vote for tho extension of tho char- 
ter in the hope that the road would be built 
next year. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN inquired "What about 
the Canada Northern '! " 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that there were 
some propositions made by the Canada 
Northern company, but the Government 
considered that the best oiler was from tho 
Canada Western. 

Mr. RorjRRS said ho was very much in 
favor of the extension of the time, although 
he would have been glad to have seen more 
done. Taking the most strained view of the 
subject advanced by anyone who had op- 
posed the bill, he did not consider that the 
Province would be any worse off or receive 
any injury in the construction of the road. 
Tho line proposed was free of engineering 
difficulties, and would be kept in repair 
with little expense, thus making tho Can- 
ada Western the best of tho transcon- 
tinental lines. Speaking from experience, 
he knew what the country was through 
which the proposed railway would pass, and 
could assure the House that it would onen 
up a section second to none in the Province 
and unequalled in tho Dominion. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mn Sword agreed that a railway to open 
up the Cariboo country unil to compete 
with the C P. R. would bo a great benefit. 
But he, with other hon. members, was afraid 
this Canada Western company could _ not 
do very much in this direction. He object- 
ed to the no-taxation clause in the land 
grant bill, and if on no other ground would 
feel justified ou this account in opposing tho 
present bill. 

Mil. Chant regretted with other mem- 
bers of the Houso that the Canada Western 
company had been uuable to do mora to 
advance tho constitution of the road. But 
it must bo remembered that since the com- 
pany had had their charter there was a fin- 
ancial depression ull over the world . Start- 
ing with the failure of Raring Rros. tho 
shock had been felt universally, and there 
was no doubt a proposition of the magni- 
tude of the present one, which would at one 
time hive been eagerly taken up, could not 
now meet with the sune ready approval. 

Mr. Kitchen character)/. id the railway 
proposition as a "wild-cat scheme," and in 
continuing the debate based his opposition 
on the argument that if the present bill 
passed it would be an assurance to the pro- 
moters of the railway that a guarantee 
would be given nest year. He also objected 
to the route, which ho did not cousider feas- 
ible, and to the road being obliged to come 
to Victoria, as he thought this was a hard- 
ship to the compiny. 

MR. Kkitii had doubts as to whether the 
company was a bona fide one or not. He 
thought if tho compuny gave any kind of a 
good guarantee that they were going to 
build the road, the time ought to be ex- 
tended. While he opposed land grants to 
local roads, he had considered tho transcon- 
tinental nature of this railway and did not 
oppose it now as something had been done. 
If the present charter lapsed the country 
would be in the same position as if there 
had never been any charter at all, and it 
would probably take three yours more to get 
another company advanced to tho same con- 
dition in which this one now was. 

ilii COTTON rose to make a formal pro- 
test against the bill, to which he had mauy 
objections besides that to a year's exten- 
sion. He thought the company should havo 
proceeded by way of a private bill, with 
proper notice, instead of having the Gov- 
ernment bring down this bill at the end of 
the Bession. He claimed that the Canadian 
Western charier waB revived last year on 
the strength of the assurance given by the 
then Premier that there would bo no fur- 
ther assistance granted to the company in 
tho way of guarantee or otherwise. The 
present Premier had tho other day said that 
if a substantial company came to the Gov- 
ernment with a feasible proposition, the 
matter of a guarantee would receive con- 
sideration. This, ho claimed, showed that 
the Government wero working round to a 
guarantee, against which ho strongly pro- 
tested, more especially as during the past 
few months he had heard very ugly rumors. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— " What are they t" 

Mr. Cotton — "1 won't tell them." 

Hon. Mn. Davie— "I don't think you 
have heard them." 

Mr. Cotton — " What was reported in 
the New York papers should give you some 
idea." Ho proceeded to say that ho bad 
heard mentioned in connection with these 
rumors tho names of "men in high posi- 
tions in political life in this Province." 

Hon. Col. Baker rose to a question of 
privilege and demanded that Mr. Cotton 
should state these rumors. He appealed 
for a ruling from Mr. Speaker, if a member 
having made quotation of such rumors, or 
what was equivalent to a quotation, was 
not bound by u rule of the Eouae to state 
their substance. At least us a man he 
should ; otherwise it would be given out to 
the world that ho had made an insinuation 
without having the manliness or courage to 
substantiate it. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cotton— I did not say that the 
name of any member of tho Government 
had been mentioned" (derisive laughter), 
"and I am surprised that any member of it 
should suppose that I had done so." Ho 
proceeded to quote from a document which 
he said was the prospectus of the British 
Pacific Construction Company, and read a 
list of names of directors (surnames only), 
including Bakor, Vernon ami several others. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon— " When you have 
doDo with that document I would like to 
see it." 

Mr. Cotton said it was a private docu- 
ment which ho did not intend should leave 
his possession. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon contended that the 
Houso had a right to see the document. He 
had heard tho name Vernon read, and he 
wished to see if his name was ment ioned, or 
if it was some one else similarly earned. 

MR. Cotton— I did not say it was tho 
hon. member. He need not be so sensi- 
tive. 

Hon. Col. Baker asked for a ruling by 
Mr. Speaker. He thought Mr. Cotton 
should be compelled to submit tho docu- 
ment. 

Mr, Speaker ruled in tho negative. Ho 
took occasion, however, to road from May's 
Parliamentary Proceeduro a warning 
against tho uso of hasty and unguarded ex- 
pressions, and imputations of had motives 
on tho part of opponents in debate. Ho 
read this, he said, for tho benefit not only 
of Mr. Cotton, but of gentlemen on both 
sides who allowed an inclination to bo out 
of temper, 

Mb. Cotton proceeded to quote passages 
from tho "prospectus, " and read ono state- 
ment that of the 50,000 shares of tho coni- 

fiany, "8,750 were to bo issued to tho pub- 
ic, and the remaining 21,250 were to be 
retained "for the purposes of promotion."

BRADSTREET'S TRADE REPORT. 

In Ontario and Quebec Prospects are Favor- 
able— Payments Slow at Halifax. 

NEW Yohk, April 8.— Special telegrams 
to Bradetreet's from the Canadian Dominion 
indicate that the return of wintry weather 
has affected trade. In the Province oi 
Quebec this is particularly noticeable with 
respect to dry Roods and collections. Boot 
and shoe firnia at Montreal, however, re- 
port trade very active. From Toronto 
there ia a request for staple lines, particu- 
larly dry goods und metals, stimulated by 
lower freight rates. The outlook is favor- 
able, but merc),ntile collections aro slow. 
Business continues dull at Halifax, and 
merchants complain that bills due on the 
4th were not piid ub promptly as antici- 
pated. There were :!3 business failures 
reported from Canada this week, compared 
with L'5 last nnd 23 in the first week of 
April, 1S92. The bank clearings reported 
from Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and 
Halifax aggregated 816,255,000 this week 
an compared with 817,100,000 the previous 
week, and §19,595,000 in the Grat week of 
April, 1892.

He uiked who were to benefit by tho up- 
wards of two million dollars represented 
by theso "promotion" Bhures, and intimated 
that tho answer to this question would 
throw Bomo light on tho rumors 
ho had mentioned. He dwelt upon the 
allegation that tho promoters of this com- 
pany hai for months been acting upon the 
assumption that they would receive a guar- 
antee from tho Province and from Victoria 
city, and quoted from tho "prospectus " to 
provo this. 

Has. Mr, DAVIE, when Mr. Cotton had 
finished, rose to a question of privilege. 
That gentleman, he said, had taken care to 
defer his remarks until almost every one on 
tho Governmeut side had spokon and when 
there seemed to bo no one left to reply to 
him. In view, howovor, of tho extra- 
ordinary statements mado, ho deemed it his 
privilege to demand from Mr. Cotton the 
names of those " men occupying high 
poaitioua in political life," and also what 
those rumors are which ho had mentioned. 

Mr. Cotton — "I shall certainly decline 
to mention names." (Derisive laughter.) 
Ho did not claim, he said, to 
possess tho brains of the Attorney- 
General, and that gentleman was too shrewd 
to suppose that he (Mr. Cotton) would make 
in public u statement of tho kind involved 
in mentioning the names. He believed, 
however, that the facts justified tho rumors. 

Hon. Mr. DAVIE said as Mr. Cotton liad 
refused either to state tho nature of the 
rumors or the nainea of the men alleged to 
be concerned, the House could come to no 
other conclusion than that that gentleman 
had deliberately made insinuations which 
he had not the ability to substantiate 
and plainly had not the manliness to retract. 
He had simply rendered hitnsolf contempt- 
ible in tho eyes of any respectable man. 
(Hear, hear.) This attack made by an hon. 
member who had until the lust day or two 
supported the Covernment was, in fact, 
merely the utterance of a man with u raw 
apot on his body which hud been rubbed 
over. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Cotton rose to a question of privi- 
lege, claiming that the Attorney-General 
was out of order in speaking now. 

Mil. Spkakkii — "The hon. gentleman's 
words should have been taken down ut the 
time in order to bo debated now." 

Hon. Mk. Bkavkn rose to speak in sup- 
port of the ruling of Mr. Speaker; and held 
that tho worda not having been tuken down 
at the time, it was not proper to discuss 
thorn now. 

Hon. Mr. VERNON expressed surprise 
that the leader of the Opposition should 
attempt, to shield Mr. Cotton by u flimsy 
excuse of that churacter. Kveryono in the 
House had heard tho remarks to which ex- 
ception was taken, and the insinuation was 
the most contemptible, cowurdly thing he 
had ever heard in tho Legislature. Mr. 
Cotton had waited until almost everyone 
had spoken and then mado theso charges 
with tho view to unsettle tho public mind, 
when he thought there was no opportunity 
for a reply. Ho did not dare to tukc up 
the challenge of the Premier to substantiate 
his statements. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven defended the course 
taken by Mr. Cotton, who he claimed had 
a right to choose his own time and oppor- 
tunity to make his statements in the House. 

HdN, Mr, Davie said the position was 
simply this, tli3t the leaders of the two 
parties, the Opposition and tho Independ- 
ents, had made certain ambiguous state- 
ments, which ought either to be substan- 
tiated or withdrawn. The leader of the 
Opposition did get up curly in tho debate, 
".mi hia remarks being replied to by the hon. 
Chief Commissioner of|Landi and Works, ho 
had contented himself by sitting down. 
His conduct was manly in comparison with 
that of the leader of the so-called "Inde- 
pendents." One had stated a vague rumor; 
the other had made a b.iso insinuation, but 
neither had the niunliness to back up his 
statement. Mr. Cotton had quoted tlio 
names "Baker" and "Vernon"— without 
anything further— us if liu meant two hon. 
members of this House. If he believed 
what he insinuated he should be tho first 
man — not to say honorable member of thia 
House — to demand an investigation, instead 
of acting as he hud done.andshielding himself 
behind u question of privilege. The political 
life of this "Independent" party was de- 
pendent upon the false impressions it could 
create throughout the country. Ho would 
like to usk the leader of the Independents 
what prompted him to make bis allegations. 
He would like to ask that gentleman 
whether he was at one time a promoter 
himself, whether he had come here from 
Denver, and why he left there at his time 
of life? 

Mn. Brown rose to the defence of Mr. 
Cotton, and said lie had heard mentioned the 
rumors spoken of. Mr. Cotton in deferring 
his speech until the last, was merely copying 
the expedient often used by the Government, 
and it was not fair to endeavor to make him 
responsible for the rumors he mentioned. 

Hon. Col. BAKER said no one attempted 
to make Mr. Cotton responsible. TheGov- 
ernmcnt asked him to state what the rumors 
are, and who the men are, He knew very 
well the rumors ware false. Such, however, 
was the dirty, miserable, contemptible char- 
acter of the tactics of those who opposed the 
Government. If they like them they are 
welcome to them, and when they go to tho 
country the people will know how to esti- 
mate such tactics at their true value. (Ap- 
plause.)

During several years' residence in Chili, 
Mr. Morris was a member of the family of 
the late President Balmuceda, for whoso 
sons ho was tutor, and hia opportunities for 
forming an intelligent estimate of tho dead 
ruler of tho republic were therefore excep- 
tionally good. 

" Balmuceda was a kind father— an afloo- 
tionato husband — a perfect gentloman," he 
says. "Ho wus educated for the Cutholio 
priesthood in a Chilian monastory, but ran 
away to Peru on tho completion of his 
education, Ho was a brilliant and magnetic 
orator and an ablo politician; in fact, so fast 
did his successes follow tho one upon the 
other that ho lost his head — figuratively, 1 
mean— und therein wua his downfall. 

" Balmaoeda changed his ministry as 
often as a gentleman changes his linen, 
which in Chili is very often indeed, and bo 
mado many enemies. In tho republic things 
move quickly, mutters politicul especially, 
for Chilian elections are usually by bullet 
not by ballot. Hence it wua that Balma- 
ceda'a fall was rapid when onco his star 
commenced to decline." 

Chili will have no national exhibit at tho 
World's Fair, but private enterprise will 
fairly represent the resources of the land. 
The auxiliary steamship Imporialo, bringing 
the Chilian collection, will reach America 
Homo time during May, and will visit Van- 
couver and in all probability Victoriu. 




AID TO RAILWAYS. 



An Important Measure Introduced in 
the Legislature Yesterday By 
Hon. Mr- Davie. 



The Nicola Valley, Nakusp ami Sloean 
and Chilliwack Companies 
Interested. 



Hon Mr. Davie yestcrduy presented to 
the Legislature u message from His Honor 
tho Lieut. -Governor transmitting a bill 
granting aid to threo railways for which 
charters have been granted In the Province, 
Tbo companies interested are tho Nicola 
Valley Co., tho Nakusp and Slocan Rail- 
way Co. and tho Chilliwack Railway Co. 

Tho first named company has already 
received aid by the Statute of Canada, 5f>- 
56 Victoria, chapter 5, of §80,000 for the 
construction of twenty five milea of its lino 
of railway from near Spence'a Bridge to- 
ward; Nicola Lake, and a further subsidy 
not exceeding f.'!,'J;j0 per mi!o to aid in tho 
construction of tho remainder of its lino. 

The Nakusp & Slocan Company has been 
incorporated, und it is expected will get 
S^,200 u mile from tho Dominion. 

The Chilliwack Company has been incor- 
porated and tho C. I'. R. has offered to tuko 
over theso three roads named, to uudertaku 
tho equipment, operation, etc. , for twenty- 
live years, and to allow 40 per cent, to each 
of tho other threo companies. 

The Lieut. -Governor-in-Council is author- 
ized, subject to provisions which aro sot 
forth, to guarantee -1 per cent, interest for 
twenty-five years on bonds not to exceed 
$25,000 per mile, on the Nicolu Valley Com- 
pany. On the Nakusp &- Slocan, bauds 4 
per cent, is to bo guaranteed upon a sum 
not exceeding $925,000 for twenty-five 
years. On tho Chilliwack Railway Coin* 

ny'a bonds, the gunruntee proposed is '2 
per cent, per annum on a Hum not exceed- 
ing $500,000 tor twenty-five years. All the 
ids ore conditional on tho Dominion Bub- 
idy being received and handed over to the 
Province, und tho benefits of the contract 
with the C.P.R. are also to be turned over 
to tho Province. 



TRADE WITH CHILI. 

Consul Morris Working for Its Development 
—Reminiscences of Balmaceda. 

Mr. M. P. Morris, Consul of Chili for 
British Columbia, yesterday paid an olliciul 
visit to tho Lieutenunt-Governor at Carey 
Castle, returning to Vancouver, his head- 
quarters, this morning. At present Mr. 
Morris is bending his energiea to the devel- 
opment of a market In British Columbia for 
Chilian products, which ho hopes to see 
tukc tho place of the sand ballast now 
brought in by the largo fleet of vessels, 
twenty or more each year, which carry 
British Columbia lumber to Chili. 

Chilian leather ; Chilian claret, which is 
said to bo cheaper and at tho sumo timo fat- 
superior to the California product ; Chilian 
walnuts and small quantities of guano will 
first be tried, the market in British Colum 
biu for Bultpetre being as yet very limited 
In thia last articlo of commerce lies Chili's 
chief claim to greatness, over $40,000,000 
worth of nitro being exported last year. 

Of courso tho northern portion of the 
country, where tho nitro deposits exist, is 
unlit for vegetable growth of any kind 
vast and barren desert in which has been 
planted tho busy city of Iquiqui, where 
men settle for u few months to muke a for- 
tune—and pass on. Everything that h 
used by tho citizens of Iquiqui— even the 
water they drink— must bo imported, for 
not a blade of grass will grow within ten 
miles of the pluco. 

" When I any everything is imported I 
must qualify my statement," Consul Morris 
remarked in conversation lust night. "Tho 
citizens of Iquiqui need not to import fleas 
Of thorn they have abundance for home use,
